The general Committee of Roman Catholic 
Delegates, from all parts of the kingdom, being 
diflblved, Mr. Tone was no longer employed in 
the ofEcial fituation of their Secretary ; his per- 
turbed fpirit could not reft^ and be thirfted for 
his favourite objedW-the separation of Ireland 
from Great Britain ; he was a man of delperate 
fortune, and feemed to be as eager fpr a change 
as he defcribes the Catholics, becaule ^^no change 
could make him worfe;*' accor^ngly, he fet 
about the formation of the Society • of United 
Irifhmen, that blafted inftitution, which fubfe- 
quently ripened into a fanguinary and barbarous 
rebellion : which has, however, under the blelBng 
of Providence, happily been crulhed, 

Barly in the year 1794, he had written a let* 
ter to 3 correfpondent of his, in the north cif 
Ireland^ who appears to be a confidential agent in 
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the workings of riebeJlion ami feparfttidti ; ifr fliis 
letter was indofed a ftringof r^fdUtiensiip&fl^hA 
fubje<a; he cztlJs the Fnnthr Rev fatten the 
fndrning-star of liberty to Irelftnd : this Ifettet 
Was pubiifhed by the Sefcret Committee of thft 
Irifh Houfe of Commons, in their report of thi 
10th of May 1797> an extract of which h as

Theffe workings itt treiafon of Mr. Tone and 
his aflbciates, tranfpiredmpart^ ifid ffdme pit lbt» 
were apprehended by government; thefe arrefts 
alarmed Tone, who was fo ftrongly implicated in 
the guilt, and in the beginning of the year 1795, 
foi j^ed from Ireland,

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He obtained a commiflion in the French 
Republican arniy, and was in the fleet of invaders 
who appeared off Killala Bay, in the autumn of 
1798 ; where he was taken prifoner, tried by a 
court-martial;, . found guilty, and; fentenced to 
be hanged. ': 

At his trial, he appeared to pofTefs much heroifm, 
gloried in the enterprize, pleaded his rank in the 
Republican army, and demanded to be {hot by a 
file of grenadiers J but all this, foon afterwardsi, 
funk into vain-boafting, and while confined in his 
cell after condemnation^ he cut his throat; with a 
razor^ under which wound he languiftied a few 
4ays and expired; in the thirty-fixth ye^r of hi3 
age. '

He has left a widow and fome children, whi 
are now living in France,

Employed fo long back as the years 1793 — 4,

Mr. Tandy was no lefs aftive, at this time, in;

And certainly to the exertions of 
Napj^r Tandy, were thofe four Members much 
indebted for their feats in Parliament, at that*. 
ele6tion. 

Whether 
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Wbethcr Napper Taudy felt fluOied with vic- 
tory in his attack upon the Attorney General, it 
is hard to fay, but certain it is, that in confe- 
quence of fome words, delivered iq the Houfe of 
Commons in the . coui;fe of debate, where Mr. 
Tandy was mei;itioaed by Mr. Toler, (nbw Attor- 
ney General in l^reland) Napper Tancjy fent a 
challenge to that gentleman, who accepted the 
meflage, and appointed a meeting ; but, when 
Mj'. Toler, accompanied by the Right honorable 
J^mes Cuffc, (now Lord Tyrawley) .went ^o the 
ground, Mr, Tandy did not attend. 

The following night, Mr* CufFe complained to 
the Hpufe of Copimpns of an individual, whp was 
not a Member of Parliament, having prefumed 
to fend a challenge tp a Member, for words ufed 
in 4ebate within the walls of that houfe ; he, at 
the fame time that he ftatcd the particulars of the 
tranfaftion, declared uppn his honor, that had 
Mr. Tandy adted like a m^n of fpirit, be fhould 
not have taken notice of it in that Houfe, or 
.would Mr. Toler have fticltered himfelf under the 
prerogative of the privilege of Parliament, At 
the fame time, he mentioned in the moft hand- 
fome and honorable manner the conduft of th^ 
gentleman, who carried Mr. Tandy's meflage, 

c 3 whom 
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whom he earneftly entreated (hould not be^re- 
cognized in the bufinefs. 

The Houfc of Gdhimons' immediately voted 
James Napper Tandy guilty of a breach of pri- 
vilege of that Houfe, • and Ordered him into the 
cuftody cff the Serjeant at Arms ; he, however^, 
evaded the vigilance of that officer, from whom 
he once or twice made his efcape ; but, upon the 
laft day of the feflions, when he knew the exer* 
cife of their prerogative was about to ceafe for a 
time, he Surrendered himfelf,^a«d was brought to 
the bar of the Houfe in cuftody, when, upon 
being interrogated, be, at the fuggeftion of the 
late Richard Sheridan, Efq. then Member for the 
Borough of Charlemont, refufed to aniwer anj 
interrpgatories.'— He was immediately ordered to 
the prifon of Newgate ; and the Lord Lieutenant 
having in an hour or two afterwards put an end 
to the feffion, Mr. Tandy was liberated in the 
courfe of the evening. 

It was about this time that the Society of 
United Irifhmen were formed, one of whom was . 
IQ^apper Tandy ; he was adlive in promoting 
the difleminaiion of Paine*§ Rights of Man, and 
the other publications of that feditious writei*,

f hat time^ d^ftingu^^d the l0eau:ic of Baris ; and

Whenever he interfered in politico, he bore the 
charadter.of being patriotic; and when thd: 
French Revolution took place, in. the year 1789^ 
he became, what was confidei ed at that time, not 
only enthufiaftic, but violent in his approbation of 
that meafure^ , 

About the fame time, a circumftance occurred- 
in Dublin which rendered Mr. Hamilton Rowan 
very cohfpicuous, in, a no lef^ laudable point of? 
view, than the friend and pr6te<3oi' of iftjured 
innocence. A woman, of the name of Llewellin^ 
had been taken up for keeping a mpft infamous 
hcftrfe of'ill fame, in that city:; where, it "had 
been reprefented to Mr. Rowan, that a beautiful 
young, but unprotected, female had been feduced 
and. debauched^ by a nobleman iii that king* 
dcHft : , upon wbofe charafter, in - iuch fcenea 
of vicious life and debauchery, the breath of 
calumny has often alighted. This matter, through 
the a6Uve .interference of Mr. Rowan,i unaWed 
by the fituation or intereft of his Lordfliip, be- 
came a matter of notoriety, fomuch fo, that 
many perfons fpokc without the leaft reftraint, 

iil 
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in a manner which they probably were npt alto- 
gether warraated in doing. This infamotis wp* 
man was, however, tried and found'guilty ; ffie 
was fentenced, to be hanged, but has fince been 

pardoned. '^

' Mr. Hamilton Rowan's mother after this took 
the unfortunate child home to her own houft, 
where (he found an happy and virtuous alylum ; 
and paflTed a length of time under the imme- . 
diate care of that venerable and charitable lady. 

, * As the politics of France became intcrefting to 
England and Ireland, Mr. Hamilton Rowan 
became violent in his approbation of their prin- 
ciples and meafures ; he attended and harangued 
the country, and other public meetings, and 
• was adlive in dilicmrnating fedition. 

He was the inftrument which embodied an 
armed aflbciation in Dublin, in. the year 1793, 
and was their leader or captain ; their formation 
and principles were evidently founded upon the 
fyftem of the French Revolution ifts— their lini- 
form^ and etiligns xrere emblematic of their 
approbation of that nation. Their uniform was 
white faced with green, and \xx their hats were 

difplayed 
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difplayed green cockades.-^Upon their buttons 
was embofled an Irifli harp j . and in place of the 
Imperial crbwn, was a pike with the 9ap of /liberty. . 
*— Their .motto was ^^ Liberty and Equality^ and 
their appellation ^^ The firU battalion of Na- 
tional Guards.'* 

This aiibciation, confifting of about two hun- 
dred men, made their firft public appearance 
upon a Sunday, in the month of November^ 
1793, within a few hundred yards of Dublin 
Caftle, fully armed and accoutred ; upon which, 
a Privy Council was immediately fummoned by 
Lord Weftmoreland, who was then Lord Lieu- ' 
t^iant of Ireland, a proclamation was iiiued — - 
the regiments in garrifon were called out under 
arms^ headed by a civil magillrate, (Mr. Alder- 
man James) and in the courfe of a few hours 
dilperfed, without further mlfchief having enfued. 

.Shortly after this, a political quarrel happened 
between a Mr. Matthew Dowling,* a Dublin 
Attorney, of violent principles in the caufe of en- 
thufiaftic liberty, and Richard Borough, Efq. 
the private Secretary at Dublin Caftle, of Lord

* This man is now one of thofe confined in Fort St. George, 
near Edinburgh, for high treafon. 



Hobart^ whb was then chief Seorf tary to Lbvd 
Weilmoreland ; thecfe geatlemen were pui> und^ 
an arreft to keep the peace in that kingdom, but 
Mr. Hamilton Bowaii took up the cauie of Mr, 
Dowlii^, atnd the parties failed for liolyh^Aj 
where a duel was fought without bloodihed Qppn 
either fide. In this affair, Mr. Borough was^l ac«% 
compahied by the prefent General 'Cr£tdook9^ 
sind Mn Dowlitig by Hamilton \Rowan* '^ 

Many political meetings continued to aflenibl0 
about that time at Dublin ; out of which fprung 
die ailbciation of United IrSEmen ; fubfcriplions 
were opened, to whicih I^amilton. Rowan contriw 
buted largeLyy fbc the pqrpoie of dii&mioating 
Painq's Highisr of Mab^ and other politaical 
writings of lha4: author. A nuitterpiis meeting 
^({embied, while thia popular flame was. kindlings 
at an houie in Cope Street, in that city, where 
Hamilton Roivan was buiily employed difiributing 
a vail number of a moil: iniiammatory and.fedt^ 
tious printed hand bill. His JMiajefiy^s. Attorney 
General commenced a proiecution againil Rowan 
for this proceeding ; upon which, he wasi tried; 
convidled, and fentehced to be imprifoned for

In private life, Mr. Hamilton Rowan bore a 
mofl: amiable character for bencvoleiice of difpo- 
fition, a friend' to the poor and diftrefled where- 
ever he found it ; nor did he continue in priibh 
^'jvithout exercifing. many afls of charity and be- 
nevolence. In ail his dealings he was cbnfidered 
a man of the ftriiSlefl honor, integrity, and vir- 
tue ; and It has often ndt only been lamented, but 
created wonder, in many who knew him, how fo 
much genflenefs; in privatie life, could dwell in 
the frame of a man pofleffing fo much public 
violence, fedition, and treafon. 

Thefe circumftances procured for Mr. Hamil- 
ton Rowan, many indulgenciea, while confined

After this feeming good ftroke of {orVune, Mr* 
J^acon was no longer to be found attending hi^ 
bufinefs ; and was only to be found among the 
difcontented CitizenSj who formed a part bf the 
Common Council in the Corporation of the 
city of Dublin, or among the ho£turnal porter- 
Boufe bi^wlers of the Iriih metropolis. 

In point of edudation, 6r (»utorical powcts^ 
Mn Bacon had nothin^^ to claim ; he was a mkn 
cf low breeding, ^nd for his deficiency in haran^- 
ing his feditious coac^utors^ was fubflituted an 
induilrious\zeal to obtain fuch deluded members 
as could be weakly impofcd upon, to lend their 
votes to the meafures brought forward in the 
ci^ by his perturbed ailbdate^. 

As far as his influence or. exertion could ex- 
tend^ he was a llrenuous and warm advocate 
for what was called Catholic emancipation^ that 
bug-bear which has been fo much ufed among 
the difloyal Papifts, in Ireland, as a watch-word 
for treafon.

Whatever the proceedings of Mr. O'Cdnncw 
might have been^ ibbfequent to his enlargement 
from Dublin Caftle, they were unknown to the 
public until the year 1708; when he^witb 
0*Coigley, an Irifli Roman Catholic prieft, ^ad 
feme others, were apprehended at Margate, under 
charges of high treafbn, when attempting to make 
their efc^e from thence to France* 
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Mr. O'Connor was in confe^uexice of this' ar^

He was bom 0<Slob€r J S0 
1763 ; and after the ufual education of a ypung^ 
nobleman, early in life made choice of the mi^ 
litary profeflion, in which he fignalized himfelf 
in an uncommon and fuccefsfhl degree during the 
late American war. He quitted the army a few 
years fince, but not until he had attained the rank 
rf Lieutenant Colonel.

iHk.at the general eleftidn iii the year 1790, Tie

While in Fraiice, he 
iharried 'Madame Pamela, a near relation of the 
late celebrated Duke of Orleans ; with whom he 
returned to Ireland in the year 1792, and took 
his feat in the Parliament of that kin^doip. . 

Lord Edward applauded the principles of the 
French Revohition With the zeal 61 ah enthufiaf- 
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tic; he feemed to abahdori every iymptoiii of 
fuperiority in drefsi and with his lady preferred 

walking 
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i^alking through the ftrects of Dubfia ih \ht 
dirtieft weather, to the luxuries of a carrisige. 

Whenever he delivered his fentiments in 'the 
Hoiiie of Commons, he exhibited an uncommofi 
d^;ree.oir animation, and by fome was confidered 
violent 5 his words were one night in the courfe df 
debate taken down for fome expreffionS alludhtg 
to Lord Weflmorelandy who was then Lcird IRtn^ 
tenant of Ireland, for which, in confequence df 
•remonftrances from his friends, he apoldgijced to 
the houfe. 

At the general eleftion in Ireland, in the year 
I797t his Lbrdfliip in a fhort addrefs to hiscon- 
ftituents, declined thfe honor of reprcfenting them 
in the new Parliament : having fat a fhort time 
previous to that become one of thoie who hitd 
feceded from that aflembly^ 

His Lordfhip's intimacy and connexion with 
Mr* Arthur 0*Connor, abdut that time, became 
very remarkable ; and he was fedaced to become

For a feries of years, no gentleman fio6d higher 
in the cjafs of refpeftability, private worth, and 
public charity^i in his neighbourhood, than Doc- 
tor Efmond., He had a conffiderable paternal 
eftate of fome thoufands per annum, whicli 
upon his marriage with a Mifs Callan was greatly 
augtponted ; fo much fo, that he,quitted pra6lice, 
uppti his marriage, to the great regret of all the 
neighbouring country. 

When the Yeomanry Corps were embodied, a 
lew years fince in Ireland, Dodlor Efmond re- 
ceived a commiifion of firft Lieutenant in a Corpsr,

commanded by Richard Griffiths, Efq. of Mil- 
keen^ in the county of Kildare, which wascoiti^ 

pofed 
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^ofed of the inhabitants of that part of the country 
ih Which Mr. Griffiths and the Dodtor lived. 

Near this place is a fmall town called Prolpe* 
rdusj a village where a fcottoh-mahufadtpry was 
mme years fince eftablifhed, by Captain Brooke ; 
which, however, did not fticceed fo as to ahfwer 
the expeftation entertained of its fuccefs. 

In this town, Ibme of the humble cottiag^s were, 
converted iiito temporai^y Barracks, where a party 
of the Cork Militia were quartered, cDmmdnded

by a Captain Swaine, with vvhoni .Dodlor Ef- 
ihond w& acquainted, and fometiluQS . ufed to 
vifit. 

Captain* Swaine and his detachment were*fur- 

prized in the night by a party of Rebels, who

Militia attempted to cdme out ^nd relift this law- 
lefs b^nditti^ they were to a man either piked, or 
othefwife barbaroufly murdered, and horrid to

£fmond :, who was recognized in his regimentals 
of the corps of Ycdmaiiiry to which he be- 
longed. 
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The body pf Captain Swaine after having been 
inhumanly butchered, was thrown into a. pitched 
barrel and burnt* 

The morning i^ftcr this hQrrid pnMIacre, DoiStpr 
Efmond appc^od upop th^ paiade in Im^pULce of 
firft lieiitenaqt^ when the Qqrps to which he 
belonged were ailembled- Captain Qri^ths being: 
prefent, and having in the interim received in- 
formation^ perfoniaUy fei^^edthe Po&or, and had 
him imni^edi^y Ipd^ed in Kaas g^* 

From thence, he was fhortly after, by o^der of 
Government, conveyed to Dublin^ wheire ho 
was tried by a Court-martial,, found guilty, mudi 
fentenccd to be hanged. 

He wa^ conveyed ^om the banacks of Pu^% 
in a common cart, wkh his uniform coat tfuj^^A^s 
to Cariifle bridge, uppn the . top of which he wns 
executed. 

At the pl^ of execution, one of the hj^ 
Sheriffs, of the city of Dublin, addreiled him, and 
entreated him to mak,e fuck difcoveries of i^s

Sir Edward Wiliiito Ci>oibie was the fon of Sir 
Fia,u} Crofbie^ Bfkrt. of Oofbie Park, in the county 
of Wicklow/ yhoie pat^t bears date Apil Mi 
1630. He was a man qf good fortune, and for 
feveral years received a penfion from that Gov^rn-^ 
ment, which his feeble efl^rte attempted to over- 
throw. He was brother to the ingenious an<l 
celebrated Irifh -^ronant Richard Croibie, Efq.

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\\hofirft afcended from Ireland, in an air balloon, 
upon the igth diy of January 1785. 

He hiad fome years back- been a member of the 
Irifh Parliament; but poflefled no abilities to- 
render hjm Gonfpicuous in that aliembly.

It has often been lamented by his friends^ that 
tod great a partiality for the waggish and hard 
drinking Societies^ among the middle order of the 
inhabitants of Dublin, eftranged his time from a 
neceflary attention to his profeffion; where he 
might have derived both fame and emolument^ 
bad he beflowed but a moderate (hare of his 
mif-fpent hours to the interefts of his clients, and 
the pradlice of his profeffion. 

He certainly poilefled a good (hare of common 
fenfe, and was efteemed to have very refpe^table 
profeffional abilities; but thofe abilities were 
moilly applied to clamorous nonfenfe, in a feeble 
and ridiculous oppofition to fuch meafures of the 
Government or the Legiflature, as were unpa- 
latable to, or unpopular ^with^ the difcontented 
pitizens of Dublin ; and hcQce he has been for 
many years back, in the eye of the public, one of 
the principal pial-pontents of the middlp order of 
Society, in the Iriih roptrppoUs^ 

Mr. powling w^ poj^cer^ed in a matter of 
much notoriety (bme few years fince. It has too 
often, and too fJiamefuUy been the pra6iice at the 
Dublin Theatre, for that part of the audience 
fvhich eompofe the galleries, to convey their 

difapprobation 
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ditepprobation 6f fmbltc ' meafuresy by an inde*. 
cent cbmour^ ^nd Ubiife of the Viceroy, upon 
thofe nights whcii be vifits the Theatre. Upon 
6nc of thcfc occafions, (bme gentlemen in the 
employment of Gtovernmept, went into the gal- 
lery to affift in quelling the difturbance, when 
Mr. Dowling was recognized among the noify 
part p( the audience, by Mr. Borough, who was 
then confidential Clerk to Lord Hobart, then Se- 
cretary at Dublin Caftle, to the Lieutenancy of 
Lord Weftraoreland. Some harfli words pailed, 
and a challenge enfued ; the parties were put 
under an arreft, but Mr. Hamilton Rowan took 
up the bufipefs— efpoufed thecaufe of Mr. Dpw-» 
ling — ^renewed the aflFair, and the parties failed 
from Dublin to Holyhead, where a duel was
